est fought by-election tests in 
Tecent B.C. history. 

Chief issue m the by-election 


will be government handling of 
forest resources, particularly 
forest management licences, 
which Mr. Gibson has attacked 
repeatedly as “a multi-million 
dollar give-away.” 

At the time of his resignation, 
five months ago today on March 
10, Mr. Gibson announced he 
was resigning to force a test of 
public opinion on forest man- 
agement. 

The .hree major political par 
ties in B.C., Social Credit, Lib- 
eral, Co-operative Common 
wealth Federation — are ex 
pected to throw their full 
weight into the by-election 
battle. 

The Socreds see the Lillooet 
contest as an opportunity for 
their party avenge the Vic 
toria by-election in November 
1953, when Liberal George Greg 
ory nosed out former Socréd 
finance minister Einar Gunder 
son. 

Social Crediters named their 
candidate Saturday He is Don 
Robinson, an engineer on the 
government-owned Pacific 
Great Eastern Railway 

CCF’ers were the first in the 
field. They named a Lillooet 
school teacher, Jack H. Thomas, 
to carry the party banner, 
LIBERALS TO MEET 

Liberals will hold a nominat- 
ing convention “within the next 
few days,” and Mr. Gibson is 
expected to be uncontested as 
party candidate. 

Outcome of the September 12 
vote will be decided on the 
straight “X" ballot. The com 
plicated alternative ballot 
system has been scrapped 

Nominations for the by-elec 
tion will close September 2. Ad 
vance polls will be open Sep 
tember 8, 9 and 10. 

Politicians already are trading 
punches, warming up for the 
campaign. Premier Bennett 
has labelled Mr. Gibson a “mil 
lionaire - playboy yachtsman” 
and Socred candidate “two-bit 
Robinson, a worker of Lillooet 

He said he labelled the men 
in this fashion because “Gordon 
said something about 
running against a two-bit Social 
Credit candidate.”

Frank Olafson, Social Credit, 
1,065; Gordon Dowding, CCF, 
1,372; Gordon Gibson, Liberal, 
1,103 and Herbert Ashby, Pro- 
gressive-Conservative, 452.

‘ ‘Runaway’ Reactor 


Dangerous as A-Bomb 


Industrial Disaster Possible 


Warns Scientist 


Edward Teller 


GENEVA (UP)—The California scientist who un- 
locked the secret of the hydrogen bomb warned the 


world today of a new danger—the dread 


“runaway” 


nuclear reactor that could be as dangerous as the atom 


bomb itself. 

The warning was delivered 
in a paper from Edward 
Teller of the University of 
California known as the 
“father of the hydrogen 
bomb,” and was echoed in 
papers by British and Soviet 
scientists at the atoms-for 
peace conference here 

He warned that runaway 
nuclear furnaces may force 
the evacuation of entire 
cities, poison entire water 
sheds and turn stretches of 
land into forbidden areas for 
years. It could be a split 
second disaster‘ but an indus- 
trial disaster unknown before 
to the world 

The scientists said nuclear 
fission must be made as safe 
as gas or electricity for the 
era of atomic power is near 
hand. They told of an 
unceasing search for devices 
to make nuclear fission safe 
in..the laboratories of two 
continents. 

The paper said that “with 
all the inherent safeguards 
that can be put into a reaetor,

Danger to Public Emphasized

accident.” 

“Assuming Ahat good lick 
prevails and no one is killed 
it may nevertheless be neces- 
sary to evacuate a large city, 
to abandon a major watershed 
and very probably it would 
be necessary to make the re- 
actor site itself a forbidden 
area for years to come.” 

Britain's W. G. Marley and 
T. M. Frey of the Harwell 
Laboratories said they did not 
think the safety problem was 
“insuperable.” But they urged 
that atomic plants be built 
away from heavily populated 


areas in such a way that only 
limited of raido- 


activity would be released in 


quantities 


event of an accident. 

McCullough said: “A fea- 
ture of radioactive poisons is 
that the lethal level is not de- 
tectable by human senses; 
Furthermore, very serious in- 
jury may not be detected for 
years after exposure. 

“An outstanding character- 
istic of nuclear reactors is 
their potential ability to 
achieve extremely high power 
levels in a short time. If ade- 
quate control of the machine 
is lost, a typical nuclear run- 
away accident may start and 
be over in times appreciably 
less than a second.”

HE WESTERN WORLD, ITS 

mind recently concentrated on 
political problems of war and peace, 
has been compelled overnight to con- 
front once more the old economic 
problem of inflation. 

Britain finds real inflation under 
way, as indicated by the usual s)mp- 
tom of rising prices. 

In the United States prices have 
been’ remarkably steady for several 
years but the national Government 
is worried by a threatened monetary 
inflation which could goon reflect it- 
self in the price level. 

In Canada the Government was 
represented a few days ago as un- 
troubled by this threat but has sud- 
denly raised the Bank of Canada’s 
discount rate as a warning against 
the expansion of credit 

These changes in the economic 
climate of the chief English-speaking 
states may surprise many Canadians 
who have not yet realized the mas- 
sive dimensions of the current boom. 

Almost everywhere in this 
country we are investing huge 
amounts of manpower and materials 
in new capital undertakings, govern- 
mental and private. At the same 
time the public is‘demanding a |! r 
supply of consumable goods and the 
wages needed to buy them 

Generally speaking, there 
sufficient supplies of manpowe1 
terials and consumable 
satisfy the current demand 
the cost of living has recently shown 
no significant change But if the 
boom goes on_at its present rate we 
could encounter the familiar diffi- 
culty now gripping Britain and wor- 
rying our American friends. We 
could have a larger appetite than 
goods to satisfy it. 

This prospect, if not immediate, 
is disturbing enough to switch the 
Bank of Canada from a mildly infla- 
tionary to a mildly deflationary di- 
rection. When the Bank raises by 
a few decimal points the interest 
rate which it charges for loans to 
private banks, this act of itself has

no tangible effect because the private 
banks are not borrowing from the 
central bank. 

Nevertheless, the change in the 


central bank’s thinking is a danger 
signal. It will be instantly observed 
by the private bankers, as it has 
already been observed on the stock | 
markets. Lenders have been warned 
to be more careful in extending 
credits and thus in effect creating 
more money. 

A warning of this sort may be 
sufficient when it is issued befure a 
beom has turned into an inflation. 
We certainly do not require in Can- | 
ada the sharp fiscal remedies already 
applied in Britain, or perhaps even 
the softer remedies applied in the 
United States, through the Federal 
Reserve system. 

Besides, our price level will gen- 
erally follow the American level up 
or down, however, we may try to 
control it simply because we buy and 
sell so massively in the American 
market. 

Alone we cannot cause or cure 
a North American inflation or defla- 
tion’and~we “shall always feelthe 
results of both. Within pretty nar 
row limits a Canadian fiscal policy

| Theologian Sees Modern Religious Boom 


BY TONY DICKASON 
The old saying that a 
church minister is invisible 
from Monday to Saturday and 
incomprehensible Sunday was 

proved wrong here today. 
Dr. Robert B. Hannen, chief 
of the department of theology 
and ethics, Berkely Baptist 
| Divinity School was visible 
| today, not at all incompre- 
hensible, and assuredly a 
most ethical theologian, as 

his title implies. 

A tweedy Scot, he will talk 
tonight at First Baptist at 8 
on “Positive Christianity.” 

Hell, he said, is passe these 
days. People don’t go to 
| church any more becaise they’ 
| are afraid of brimstone after 


death; they go hoping to find 
a new confidence and per- 
spective in life: 

There's a religious boom 
on throughout Canada and the 
United States, he said. Such 
things happen when the gen- 
eral sense of insecurity is 
high. 

He was critical of what he 
termed the “health, wealth 
and happiness club,“ formed 
of self-help book devotees. 

This kind of thing was the 
shallow reflection of .the re- 
ligious boom. Something 
deeper than “Five Ways to 
Outwit . the * Divinity” is 
needed; Dr Hannien* indicated: 

The mathematical mind was 


poor religious fodder, he wen* 
on. Life can’t be reduced to 
statistics, or clamped in a 
test tube. 

“We try and show the scien- 
tifie mind there are issues 
they can’t dea] with—such as 
love, compassion, gratitude 
and many others.” 

Science, he said, can't “ar- 
range” these things like a 
column of figures, and “they 
certainly aren’t as simple as 
the self-help books make cut.” 

Further: “We can’t'manipu- 
late life like a TV knob.”

Saanich Farmer Loses 
150 Turkeys in Raid - 


Two marauding dogs killed between 100 and 150 
fully grown turkeys and injured about 200 more at a 
Saanich turkey farm. early this morning 

Charlie Newman, owner of the =o 
4167 Prospect Lake Road farm, 
estimated that his losses will 
run as high as $3,000. 

The Saanich farmer also lost 
53 turkeys last week to a dog. 

Saanich police reported they 
are making an extensive search 
for the owners of the dogs. 

Police fired at and wounded 
the animals but they both 
escaped into the bush. 

The dogs began killing at 4 
a.m. The birds were found scat- 
tered over the property, some a 
quarter-mile from the farm. 
Some of the turkeys had their 
necks broken and others were 
badly mangled. 

Mr. Newman, who owns 6,000 
turkeys, was still counting the 
dead birds at noon today. 

The farmer, with the help of 
police, collected over a ton of 
birds.. They weighed between 14 
and 25 pounds each and would 
have been ready for the market 
in a morith.

Financial security is'worth many sacrifices, especially when 
has a family to think of. 
(Q) “My husband and I have been married for eight years 
| and have two children, a girl six and a boy two. During the years

|steady employment, through no fault of his.

} state. Should we sell our furniture and leave 
|the state for this other job? It has more op. 
|portunities for advancement than the work he 
jis doing now. Come fall and winter he will be 
| out of work again, as his work depends on the 
| weather. What would you advise?” 
| (A) I would certainly advise that your hus- 
band accept the offer if it promises steady 
;employment and the opportunity to advance. 
|A man with a family cannot hope to support 
| them very well if his work lasts only half the year. 
} Because your children are still young the move will not be 
so difficult for them as it would be if they were teen-agers. They 
Jean grow up in the new community and feel that it is “home” 
to them.- Furthermore, as they grow older their needs and wants 
will be greater.

That brief afternoon nap is 
not the refuge of the lazy, but 
the premium a wise man pays 
for a long life, says two Uni 
versity of Cincinnati professors. 

Dr. Clarence A. Mills, expert 
on the effect of climate and 
weather on man, and Dr. Robert 
Kirsner, associate professor of 
romance languages and liter- 
ature, both laud the siesta. 

Ten minutes of sleep will do 
it. A short nap is better, says 
Dr. Mills, than a long slumber, 
which makes one groggy. 

America; Dr. Mills continues, 
has the highest heart disease 
rate in the world. This is be- 
cause Americans rush around 
all day without getting the 
proper rest. In many cases sud- 
den and extreme temperature 
changes often stimulate people 
spurts of productive 
energy. These people keep 
right on going without suffic- 
jent rest and collapse eventually 
from exhaustion. 

The siesta is the answer. 
“When knocks and creaks begin 
to appear in our bodies, it 
means that we need longer and 
more: frequent periods for re- 
pair forces to do their work,” 
warns Dr. Mills. “Proper hours 
of sleep at *night are essential, 
but a short afternoon nap is 
import: ant.”

Industrial Disaster Possible 
Warns Scientist Edward Teller 
GENEVA (UP)—The California scientist who un- VISITOR’ TALK 


locked the secret of the hydrogen bomb warned the 
world today of a new danger—the dread “runaway” 
nuclear reactor that could be as dangerous as the atom 


bomb itself. 

The warning was delivered 
in a paper from Edward 
Teller of the University of 
California, known as the 
“father of the hydrogen 
bomb,” and wad echoed in 
papers by British and Soviet 
scientists at the. atoms-for 
conference here. 

He warned that runaway 
nuclear furnaces may 
evacuation of entire 

poison entire. water 
and turn stretches of 
land into forbidden areas for 
‘years. It could be a_ split 
second disaster but an indus- 
trial disaster unknown before 
to the world 

The scientists said nuclear 
fission must be made as safe 
as gas or electricity for the 
era_of atomic power is near 
at hand. They told of an 
unceasing search for devices 
to make nuclear fission safe 
in the laboratories of two 
continents. 

The paper said that “with ~ 
all the inherent safeguards 
that can be put into a.reactor,
